Springfield. 111., Oct. If..—The Illi- 


nois Federation of Labor made radical 
changes In Its constitution. Another 
Important, step was the creation of a 
legislative defense fund. 


In the revision of the constitution 


the position of liibor organizer was1 
abolished, and the president of the 
federation will do this work hereafter. 
The president must give up all his 
other work and devote his entire time 
to thn ofllce. 


In order to enable tho president to 


do this the salary of the oTiIcc vns 
Used at $1,200 a year and expenses. 
The salary of the president formerly 
was f 130 a year and $1 a day and ex- 
penses for the time that ho used In 
organizing unions. 
Ho must do all 


the work of organizing bodies himself, 
unless there Is absolute necessity for 
additional help. The men who have 
teen holding positions as labor or- 
ganizers must now seek other lines 
of work. With the Increase In the i;:il- 
nry of the president the salary of the 
secretary-treasurer was raised from 
3S30 a year lo f 100 a month. 


Levy for Defensa Fund. 


For the defeii.se fund an assessment 


of 10 cents per member and $10 for 
all affiliated bodies is to be levied. 
The money Is to be known as the 
"legislative and defense 
fund," and 


used nt the discretion of the executive 
board. President Mencho made a vig- 
orous speech In luvor of It. 


The convention refused to adopt a 


resolution thanking Senators PuUmm, 
Dawf-on, Clark, Campbell, Jnndus and 
Stringer, and Representatives Chip- 
crflelfl, Llndly. Schnepper, Moran and 
Miller and others for their attitude 
toward labor. 
When the resolution 


was not adopted. :• -lotion was made 
that the members or the general as- 
sembly who had aided the raiise of 
labor should be thanked as a whole, 
and this was passed without opposi- 
tion.

PRISON GUARD FOILS 


ESCAPE OF_ CONVICTS 


New Man Holds Three Desperate Crim- 


inals at Bay In Chester Until Aid 


Comes to Him. 


Qulncy, III., Oct. 10.—Confronted by 


three of the most desperate criminals 
in the Chester penitentiary, two of 
whom had dlrkn, William Mlntle of 
this county, who was doing his second 
night's duty as a guard, foiled a con- 
spiracy Involving his Intended murder 
and a wholesale; escape of convicts. 
He held lao trio at buy In the corridor 
at the point of a revolver until the cap- 
tain of tho night watch arrived on his 
rounds and summoned guards, who 
overpowered the prisoners and 
rein- 


cr.rceratod them. 
The men had es- 


caped Into the corridor of tho cell- 
house by sawing oil the bars of their 
cells. 


Mlntlo discovered the men Just as 


they were leaving their cell* and cov- 
ered them with a revolver. The pris- 
oners were John Frost, from Maconpln 
county, and ujyjer life sentence for 
train robbery and murder; Noah Fos- 
ter, under life sentence for murder, 
and Charles O'Dwyor, twenty years for 
train robbery.

had been gone through with, Tlllman 
shook hands with the Judge, 
after 


which he shook the hands of each of 
the Jurors, and later was surrounded 
by his friends, who extended 
their 


congratulations. 


Regrets Gonzales' Death. 


Tho clerk held up the pistols which 


had figured In the trial and offered 
them to the defendant, who waved 
thorn off, saying: 


"They are not mine." 
Mr. Tlllman, after his 
acquittal, 


made the following statement: 


"I feel very grateful at tho result 


of tho verdict, hut at no time did I 
apprehend any serious consequences. 
I, of course, deeply regret tho death 
of Mr. Gonzales, but I was forced to 
do what I did. I have never appre- 
hended a conviction, for I felt that I 
did no more than any ordinary man 
would have done under the same cir- 
cumstances." 


Mr. Tlllman left Lexington on an 


afternoon train for his homo In Edge* 
field, accompanied by his wife and 
friends from his homo county.

NORTHCOTT RESIGNS 


OFFICJMNJ/VOODMEN 


Accepts Position With Bankers' Fra- 


ternal Union i\ Cleveland at 


56,000 Per Year. 


Rock 
Island. III., Oct. 
10.— Lieut. 


Cioxv. \V. A. Northcott of Illinois, at a 
meeting ot' the executive council of 
Modern Woodmen of America here, 
resigned his position with the Wood- 
men to accept n position with the 
Hankers' Fraternal union of Cleveland, 
Ohio. Tho Hankers' Fraternal union 
will pay him n salary of $0,000 a year. 


Mr. Northcott retains the office, to 


which ho was elected for life, of past 
head conyulter of the Woodmen, with- 
out a salary. Ho will not remove from 
the s<tatc, hut will direct the opera- 
tions o.f the Bankers' Fraternal union 
from ilreenvillo. III., his home. 


There was criticism of the Wood- 


men's executive council by some mem- 
bers of the society for employing Mr. 
Northcott last July at a salary of $ I,- 
000 per year, hut at the time he ac- 
cepted he declined the Fraternal union 
position he now accepts. 


Mr. Northcott Informed the execu- 


tl' council he did not feel called upon 
to r.t.iNd for the criticisms when he 
was losing $2,00d a year, because ho 
preferred to continue his relations 
with the official management of tho 
Modern Woodmen. Tho offer from the 
Hankers' Fraternal 
union 
being-re- 


newed, he Insisted that his resignation 
bo accepted.
